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The Administration Outrage in 

Georgta. 

The lawless proceedings of Farrow and his 
troops in arresting citizens in Macon and the 
country below, and the outrages of the sol- 
diers in invading the privacy of ladies bed- 
chambers are stirring up a deep feeling of re- 
sentiment. They are all part of the infamous 
plot to which we have alluded, that is in con- 
templation to reconstruct Georgia and throw 
out her vote if it becomes necessary to do 80 
to elect Grant. 

Nothing would please the tyrants better 
than to Lave some outbreak of mdignation, 
some forcible resistance, some act of our peo 
ple to help them in their plot. We counsel 
our people to be quiet, to yield through obe- 
dience to law. We must comprehend the 
philosophy of the situation, the relation of 
our people to the law-making power, and 
wherein lies the true method of escape from 
the oppressions that grind us.

The forums where redress is to be sought, or 
freedom from oppressions to be gained, are 
the courts and the ballot boxes. All threats 
or acts of force damage our chances there, 
for threats and acts of force are held by 
those who have the authority to justify the 
use of force. Thus this sort of thing recoils 
upon us. 

Our people must treat wrongs ia the best 
way to secure their removal, and al the same 
time preserve the system of law uuder which 
society exists. We must avoid the very ap- 
pearanc: of forcible revolution. 

The enforcement and Ku-Kiux laws are 
outrages, and their enormity and unconstitu-

about ene ia twenty. The bottom of this basin 
should be tramped hard and may be covered 


with clay or cement to render it durable. | 


Place rails or timbers across the vasin and 
cover with boards that will support the 
weight and —— the compost from sifting 
through, and still admit the requisite oxygen 
which will be absorbed from toe air circula- 


ting uader it. The first layer over the boards | 


should be a few inches thick of straw or apy 
dry litter, followed by stab'e manure or what- 
ever material may be at hand, in regular 
layers and over each layer of six to ten 
inches should be spread a layer of a few 
inches of muck or rich earth, to absorb the 
volatile gases of ammonia, alvogrs, eic., as 
they are generated. The top of the heap 
should have a thin layer of earth, and this 
covered with a thin layer of straw Ww protect 
from the effect of the sun and raim,and to 
admit air. 

If corn stalks or any coarse fibrous mate- 
rial is to be decomposed, spread these length- 
wise and in thin layers near the center of the 
heap. Water should be added sufficient to 
thoroughly moisten every portion without 
draining through ; and if the water could be 
rendered putrid by being prepared in a shal- 
low cistern, constructed el oe a er 
side or at the lower end of the , by add 
ing offal, urine, excrement, eic., and about 
one quart of fresh slaked lime, or one pound 
copperas to every barrel of liquid, this would 
hasten the fermentation and improve the 
product. In the course of from one to 
weeks, as soon as the material has rot- 
ted suf bat it can be cit down easily with 
a spade, begin at one end and turn 
over the heap to mix and air the material and 
then repack it, making the top oval and a few 
feet narrower than the bottom.

The follo are the resolutions in full 
adopted by the Liberal Republican Nationa! 
Convention at Cincinnati in May, and en

Jaly: 

We, the Liberal Republicans of the United 
States, in National Convention assembied a' 
Cincinnati, proclaim the following princi- 
ples as essential to a just ment. 

First—We recognize the equality of all 
men before the law, and hold that it is the 
duty of the government, in its dealings with 
the people, 10 mete out equal and exact jus- 
tice toall; of whatever nativity, rece coir, 
persuasion, religious or political. 

Second— We — ourselves to maintain 
ihe union of these States, emancipation and 
enfranchisement, and to opposeany reo 
ing of the questions settled by the Thirtee

mth, 
nto, 
Fourteenth and Fifteenth Amendments of 
the Constitution. 

Third—We demand the immediate and 
absolute removal of all disabilities imposed 
on account of the rebellion, which was finally 
subdued seven years ago, believing that uni- 
versal amnesty will result in the complete 
pacification of all sections of the country. 

Fourth—Local self-government, with im- 
partial suffrage, will guard the rights of all 
citizens more securely than any centralized 
power. The public welfare requires the 
supremacy of the civil over the military 
authority, and the freedom of person under 
the protection of the habeas corpus. We 
demand for the individual the largest liberty 
consistent with public order, for the States 
self-government, and for the nation a return 
to the methods of peace and the constitu- 
tiona! limitations of power. 

Fifth— The civil service of the government 
has become a mere instrument of partisan 
tyranoy and personal ambition, and an object 
of selfish me It is a scandal and reproach 
upon our [ree institutions, and breeds a de- 
moralization dangerous to the perpetuity of 
republican goverument. We, therefore, re- 
gard # thorough reform of the civil service 
as one of the most pressing necessities of the 
hour; that honesty, capacity and fidelity con- 
s\itute the only valid claims to public employ- 
ment; that the offices of the government 
cease to be a matter of arbitrary favoritism 

ind patronage, and that public stations be- 
come again posts of honor. To this end itis 
imperatively required that no President shall 
be a candidate for re-election. 

Sixth—We demand a system of Federal 
taxation which sbali not necessarily interfere 
with the industry of the people, and which 
ghall provide means necessary to pay the ex- 
penses of the government, economically ad- 
ministercd, pensions, the interest on the pub- 
lic debt, and a moderate reduction, annually, 
of the principal thereof, and recognizing tha‘ 
there are in our midst honest but irrecoucila- 
ble differences of opinion with regard w the 
respective systems of protection and free 
trade, we remit discussion of the subject w 
the people in their Congressional districts, 
and to the decision of Congress thereon, 
wholly free of Executive influence or dicta- 
tion. 

Seventh—The public credit, must be sa- 
credly maiutained, and we denounce repudia- 
Lion in every form and guise. 

Eighth—A speedy return to spcie payments 
is demanded alike oy the highest considera- 
tions of commercial morality and honest 
governinent. 

Ninth—We remember with titude the 
heroism and sacrifice of the soldiers and sail 
ors of the republic, and no act of ours sliall 
ever detract from their justly earned fame or 
the full reward of their patriotism. 

fenth-We are op to all further grants 
of lands to railroads or other corporations. 
The public domain should be held sacred to 
actuai settlers. 

Eleventh—We hold that it is the duty of 
the government, in its intercourse with for 
eign nations, to cultivate the frien iship of 
peace by treating with all on fair and equal 
terms, regarding it alike dishonorabie cither 
to demand what is not right or to submit to 
what is 

Twelfth—For the promotion and success 
of these vital principles, and the support of 
the candidates nominated this conven- 
tion, we invite and cordially welcome the co- 
operation of all patriotic citizens, without 
regard to previous political affiliation.
